American industry.” This is precisely 
what ought to be done. It will not be 
an easy task to frame a tariff bill that 
will sa+isfy all interests, bat the ooantry 
will look to the fifty-first congress for 
gc od and prompt work in this connec­ 
tion.— W ashington P o st. 
Mr. Blaine haB been in favor of tariff 
revision for several years. So was the 
lamented Ar thnr, so also, General Gar­ 
field. But where will the work begin? 
Tbe statesman who shall frame a tariff 
bill so that it shall not disturb any of the 
industries of the ooantry, and at the 
same time will inaugurate practical re­ 
form , will be wiser than another states­ 
man of this generation; ] 
It is doubtful if any bill of the kind 
suggested by the Washington Poet could 
pass either house of congress. 
In the 
first place, the republican party in con­ 
gress are not agreed on such a revision. 
There arc some high tariff men in con­ 
gress. They believe in keeping tbe duty 
on sugar as unjust as that impost duty is.

W h at th e State E x p ects to P rove—Out­ 
lin in g th e|M u n lero u s Conspiracy 
from Its Incep tion . 


C h ic a g o , Oct. 24. —Tho Cronin case has 
attracted fresh interest now that a jury 
has been secured and the introduction of 
evidence is about to begin. 
This morning 
at IO o’clock Judge Ixmgenecker began 
the opening speech for the State. 
Follow­ 
ing is an outline of his remarks: 
Judge Longenecker told how, on tho 
morning of the 4th of May Daniel Cough­ 
lin went to P at Dinan, the liveryman, and 
asked him to reserve a horse and buggy 
th at evening for a friend of his who would 
call for it, and how he (Dan Coughlin) 
would go security for the use of the rig; 
how a t 7:20 p. m. the “ friend” of Dan 
Coughlin called for the rig, 
which was 
prepared for him; the circumstances under 
which the man drove away, and how this 
“friend” of Dan Coughlin protested when 
a white horse was hitched to tho buggy. 
Judge Longenecker then told how the 
horse and buggy reached Dr. Cronin’s res­ 
idence, 416 North Clark street; how the 
man called for Dr. Cronin, and, 
on pre­ 
sentation of one O’Sullivan’s cards, and 
the rem ark that one of O'Sullivan’s men 
had been hurt, tho doctor immediately fol­ 
lowed him, entered the buggy, 
and was 
driven to the Ashland avenue cottage. 
The unfortunate doctor was traced to the 
cottage where he disappeared. The finding 
of the blood-stained trunk on the Evans­ 
ton road, tho subsequent finding of Dr. 
Cronin’s body in the man-hole, and the 
identification of his remains followed. 
Then came the presentation of the con­ 
spiracy against Dr. Cronin and its incep­ 
tion in Camp 20. 
The first witnesses to be 
called, continued the State’s Attorney, 
will be members of Camp 20, who will 
testify to the appointment by Boggs of the 
secret committee to try Dr. Cronin for 
treason. 
The State will show that such a 
committee was appointed, its membership 
will be named, and a general outline of 
its work will be presented, covering the 
period from February to May 4, the date 
of the doctor’s disappearance. 
Tile work 
of the committee in tho interim between 
the two dates will likewise be shown. 
The State will show how, acting upon 
instructions from the trial committee, 
the Clark street flat was rented March 24 
by J. B. Simonds, who is now generally 
supposed to have been none other than 
Patrick Cooney; how the furniture for 
the flat was bought at Revell’s by this 
same J. B. Simonds, 
and taken to the 
Clark street flat to Le subsequently re­ 
moved to the Carlson cottage. 
Tile subse­ 
quent hiring of the Carlson cottage by 
Burke and Coonoy, the removal of the 
furniture to th at place from 117 Clark 
street, and other minor events will follow 
chronologically. Then tho famous contract 
entered into by P. O’Sullivan, the iceman, 
with Dr. Cronin less than three weeks be­ 
fore the latter’s “rem oval.” and after all 
the arrangem ents for the removal had 
been practically completed, will bo shown. 
Thus tho entire conspiracy against the 
doctor will bo made complete. 
The Toronto story, William Dwyer's 
and Miss M urphy’s fairy tales, and the 
tin box of Burke are side issues that were 
lightly touched upon by tho State’s A ttor­ 
ney in conclusion. 
The evidence showing Dr. Cronin’s en­ 
trance into tho Carlson cottage on tho 
night of the murder will, 
it is said, 
be 
conclusive. 
Judgo Longenecker expects 
to provo by good witnesses tho following 
facts: 
On tho night of May 4 two men had oc 
casion to goto Lake View to arrange some 
doal in real estate in which they wero in­ 
terested. 
Ono of these is an Irish-Am eri- 
can and a member of tho Clan-na-Gael or­ 
ganization. 
Tho other is a reputable 
American citizen. 
They were detained 
until 
a 
late 
hour 
and stopped 
at 
the 
house 
of 
a 
friend 
to supper. 
They did not get through until after 9 
o’clock, and on their way homo they had 
to walk by tho Carlson cottage. 
As they 
passed the scene of the m urder they saw a 
buggy drive up. 
In it were seated two 
men, 
and as they passed by ono of the 
pedestrians said to the other as tho buggy 
drove past, “ See that man on the far side 
of the buggy; that is Dr. Cronin, the Irish 
nationalist.” 
As he spoke 
the words 
the buggy pulled 
up. 
It 
stopped in 
front of the Carlson cottage. 
Cronin 
sprang out and rushed up the stops a 3 
if he had been summoned on a case of 
great emergency. 
The man who drovo 
tbe buggy stepped out and walked up a 
couple of steps. 
The Clan-na-Gael pedes­ 
trian wa3 on the point of hailing Dr. 
Cronin and speaking to him, 
but as 
the latter appeared to be in such a hurry 
he refrained. 
The door was opened and 
Dr. Cronin stepped inside. 
Tho man who 
drove him there did not go inside. 
He 
turned rouud from the foot of the steps, 
jum ped into the buggy, and drove away 
as fast as the horse could take him. 
It will take at least four weeks to ex ­ 
amine all the witnesses. 


G O U L D ’S G R E A T RIVAL. 


The U nion 
P acific and 
N orth w estern 
R ailw ays P ra ctica lly U nited. 
N ew Y ork, Oct. 24.—A new and im­ 
portant movement in the railroad world 
just made is an alliance between two of 
the most extensive railw ay systems of this 
country—the Chicago & Northwestern and 
the Union Pacific. 
It is stated positively 
that these roads will henceforth be opened 
in complete harmony, and with the view 
of ouch giving to the other all the traffic 
its agents can secure for points on either 
line. 
The agreement was first ratified by the 
board of directors of the Union Pacific 
company with the government directors 
present, and then by the board of direc­ 
tors of the Chicago & 
Northwestern. 
The far-reaching effects of the alliance 
may be inferred from the fact that tho Chi­ 
cago & Northwestern operates about 4,300 
miles of road and that the total length or 
all lines of the Union Pacific is about 6,300 
miles. 
The letter has traffic and other 
arrangements which enable it to reach 
Portland. Ore. 
The main lino extends 
from Council Bluffs to Ogden, 
Utah. 
It 
also has extensive branohes to Denver, 
Leadville, and Kansas City. 
The recent settlem ent of the long-exist­ 
ing differences between the Union and 
Northern Pacific interests places the Union 
Pacific in a more advantageous position 
than ever before and adds to the im port­ 
ance of the new scheme entered into with 
the Chicago & Northwestern. 
There is, 
however, a far deeper significance in all 
this than appears on the surface. 
The 
Chicago & Northwestern is under the con­ 
trol of the Vanderbilts and its board of 
directors includes several gentlemen closely 
allied with their interests. 
The Vander­ 
bilts have for several years been solidify­ 
ing their lines east of Chicago, and have 
expended vast sums of money in improve­ 
ments. 
Now, with their close affiliations with the 
Union Pacific, the Vanderbilts will, in all 
probability, branch out toward the Pacific 
ocean. 
This could very readily be done by 
continuing the lino of the Union Pacific 
from Frisco, Utah, southwest to one of the 
southern California seaports in proximity 
to Los Angeles. 
W ith the enormous finan­ 
cial backing which the scheme would have 
there can be little doubt as to the speedy 
completion of the line when once work is 
undertaken. 
W hat gives color to the rumored inten­ 
tion of the Vanderbilts is t(ie steady ab­ 
sorption of Union Pacific shares for some 
time, supposed to be on their account. As 
already stated, that p art of the program 
whioh brings the Union Pacific and Chi­ 
cago & Northwestern into closer harmony 
is already settled. 
Those who ought to 
know declare that it will not be long be­ 
fore a Vanderbilt through lino, extending 
from ocean to ocean, will bo an accom­ 
plished fact. 
It is stated that the consolidation scheme 
was entered into by the Vanderbilts to 
protect their interests and form a trans­ 
continental rival to tho Huntington-Gould 
combination. 
Tho Northwestern 
joined 
in the agreement because its rival, 
the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul road, was in the 
other scheme. 
It is a fight between Van­ 
derbilt and Gould, with millions of dollars 
and thousands of miles of railroad behind 
each of tho magnates. 
Boston, 
Oct. 24.—President Charles 
Francis Adams could not be seep to-day 
concerning the traffic arrangem ent of his 
road, the Union Pacific, with tho Chicago 
& Northwestern. 
From other sources it 
was learned that the arrangem ent had 
been made, and henceforth through trains 
will be run over both roads from Chicago 
the western term ini 
of tho Union 
Pacific. 
The arrangem ent is the result of 
Mr. Adams’ trip to the West, 
where he 
reorganized tho road on a new working 
basis.

UN C LE SA M ’S SE A M E N . 


The Com plaint Is Made That Aliens Are 
E m p lo y e d to Man the W ar-Ships. 


W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 24.—The publication 
ip a number of papers throughout the 
country, and particularly in Now York 
within the last few days, of articles in re­ 
ference to the employment of aliens to man 
United States vessels has caused quite a 
stir at the navy departm ent. 
Then again 
a story from the Pacific coast in reference 
to the employment of Chinese on board of 
the Omaha now in Chinese waters has 
stirred up the departm ent officials. 
Com­ 
modore W alker, 
chief of the bureau of 
navigation said to-day that the stories 
in reference to the Omaha are somewhat 
exaggerated. 
He showed the last m uster- 
roll received from that vessel which indi­ 
cated that out of 228 men composing 
the crew of the ship but 37 were China­ 
men and they were in the capacity of 
servants. 
So far as he was personally 
concerned, the commodore said, he was not 
in favor of the employment of any for­ 
eigners where native-born sailors could 
be found, but it must be remembered that 
in Chinese waters the difficulty of getting 
a crew without taking foreigners in many 
instances was very great. 
He himself 
had been in charge of the recruiting of 
the navy only since tho first of July and, 
therefore, could only speak of the charac­ 
ter of the men enlisted since that time. 
Ho believed in excluding 
aliens from 
ships' crews 
where 
American seamen 
could be obtained, and that would be his 
pelicy in tho future.

T h e L ib e ra l 
L ea d er S p ea k s to a G reat < 
C row d a t S o u th p o r t 
L o n d o n , O ct 24.—Mr. Gladstone deliv- \ 
ered an address a t Southport Wednesday j 
evening. 
He was enthusiastically wel- J 
corned, the hall being crowded two hours 
before the opening of the meeting. 
Mr. 
Gladstone reviewed 
the 
work 
of the 
Liberal party during the last twenty-ona 
years. 
He paid a tribute to the laudable 
anxiety of the powers to postpone a Eu­ 
ropean crisis. 
He referred to the Cretan 
question as a formidable menace to the 
peace of Europe. 
He 
criticized 
at 
length the government’s work and claimed 
that 
all 
its 
useful 
measures were 
Liberal. 
The speech was 
short 
and 
somewhat disappointing. 
Mr. Gladstone 
made a point by declaring that tho prin­ 
ciples of the doek-strikers applied to the 
tenants and tradesmen in Ireland wou Id 
have been penal. 
He was touched by the 
election gains, and believed that if they 
could end the septennial act and appeal to 
the people tomorrow the verdict would bo 
in favor of the Liberals and justice to Ire­ 
land. 
The bulk of the speech was devoted 
to Irish grievances. 
He said that the ne­ 
cessity of the continued proclaiming of 
new districts was evidence of the failure 
of the coercion policy, and declared that 
the crime rate was now tho same as in 
1884, when, in order to secure the sup­ 
port of the Fam e I lites the Tories declared 
that coercion was no longer necessary. 
Mr. Gladstone said he was unable to lay 
before his hearers the scheme of the Lib­ 
eral policy for the future beyond the out­ 
lines already well known.

Details of the disaster show that the fire 
originated in the engine room and spread 
with inconceivable rapidity, tho steamer 
burning like tinder and being ablaze in a 
very few moments. 
The engineer managed to climb out of 
the engine room, though not until he had 
been severely burned. 
Crazy with the 
pain he threw himself Into the water. He 
m anaged to catch a piece of wreckage 
and was picked up later by a passing 
steamer. 
Later reports say his condition 
is dangerous. 
The rescued man is unable to talk and 
his story cannot be learned further than 
given. 
There must have been at least two 
or three hands on tho steamer, and as 
nothing has been heard from them they 
can hardly have escaped. 
It is supposed th at Capt. Christie and 
his 'brothers were burned to death while 
trying to save their mother, who was an 
invalid, and the lady’s maid and boy. 
The steamer was burned about three 
miles from Deseronto, she being on her 
way to Picton at the time. 
As far as can 
be ascertained the passengers were all 
saved, though three or four of them were 
severely burned. 
All were badly chilled 
by being in the water. 
The survivors 
were taken to Deseronto and are being 
cared for.

THE AUDITORIUM BUILDING. 
The dingy columns of the oast front of 
the Treasury building were warmed into 
a tem porary splendor by heavy draping? 
of the national colors, interspersed with 
shields bearing tho heraldic devices of tho 
visiting commanderies. 
Long stream ers 
of red, white and blue hung from the ped­ 
iments of the north, south, and wost por­ 
ticos and almost the entire cornico of the 
building was hidden by huge American 
flags draped in graceful folds. 
A national 
flag flying from the mast polo, with flut­ 
tering pejinons streaming from guy ropes 
on each side, crowned the decorations. 
The streets of the city wore thronged 
early in the morning with strangers and 
residents, 
eager to witness 
tho grand 
pageant. 
Tho Templars formed early in 
the morning at their various headquarters, 
and with bands playing marched through 
the crowded streets to the place of start­ 
ing. 
Along tile line of march stands had 
been erected for tho use of tho families 
and friends of the visiting knights, and 
before 9 o’clock the choice places had boon 
occupied by spectators. 
Windows com­ 
manding a view of the procession were at 
a premium, and ladies’ faces peered from 
each a t tho scene below. 
The avenue had 
been roped in to keep off the crowd and 
give rull room to the knights for the dis­ 
play of their maneuvers. 
The twelve divisions of the procession 
formed in the streets adj acont to the capi­ 
tol, and del»ouching from the side streets 
at the signal of command, filed into line 
and began the long march up Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue, whose broad surface was per­ 
fectly level and smooth, having been newly 
laid with asphalt a short while ago. 
The 
parade moved over a line of march three 
and a half milos long, beginning at First 
and B streets, east of the capitol, thence 
to C street, down F street to Pennsylvania 
avenuo at the foot of Capitol Hill, and 
along Pennsylvania 
avenue 
past the 
treasury building and W hite House to 
W ashington Circle, 
where 
the parade 
moved into W street and down that street 
to Mount Vernon square, where the com­ 
manderies were dismissed. 
In front of 
tho W hite House a stand had been erected 
on the same site from which tho President 
in March last reviewed the long columns 
of soldiery and civic organizations that 
formed the inaugural procession.

this stand the President reviewed the 
Knights.

T h e F a irs o f (h e P a s t a n d th e E x h ib itio n s 
o f th e P re se n t. 
The great annual 
grain market of 
Vl£nfia and tho famous Russian fair of 
Nijqi Novgorod havo lately closed after a 
season remarkable for diminished attend­ 
ance and lessened attractions, as compared 
with past years. 
Tho great French fair 
of Beaucaire, once among tho first in 
Europe, was brought to an end in July, 
and it also showed signs of falling into 
decay under the changed conditions of 
modern trade and tratllc. 
At tho Vienna grain market buyers aud 
sellers of breadstuffs from all parts of 
southern Europe wero formerly wont to 
gather by the thousands, butyrins year the 
attendance declined to less than a third of 
the average number. The glory of the fair 
has departed. 
So also at tho lair of Nijni 
Novgorod the value of the goods sold has 
decreased from GO,OOO,COO of silver rubles 
in 1851 to half that amount in 188.*. 
The 
vast multitudes of visitors from Asia and 
eastern Europe no longer crowd into that 
annual mart. 
Its importan e is passing 
away. 
The same declining tendency is 
exhibited in the German fairs, once so 
Celebrated. 
The easter and autumn fairs 
of Frankfort-on-tbe-Main and tho spring, 
Summer aud winter markets of Frankfort- 
on-the-Cder are of small consequence as 
compared with a generation ago.

but its controling importance has gone. 
The English fairs and markets, brought 
down from a distant period, are undergo­ 
ing tho same process, or have actually 
ceased to exist. 
Of course, says tho New York Sun, the 
new methods of business brought on by 
the telegraph and freer means of commu­ 
nication generally have brought about 
this change. 
There is no longer any 
necessity for buyers and sellers to come 
together in such marts. 
Tho amount of 
the stocks on band and the prices every­ 
where throughout the world aro obtain­ 
able daily, goods are sold by sample, and 
traveling agents relieve their principals 
from the old-time need of journeying to 
stated fairs aud markets to examine qual­ 
ities and establish prices. 
Without going 
farther than to the postoffice to obtain his 
newspapers, the farmer eau learn the 
marketable value of his commodities, and 
the village tradesman is kept informed o f 
the fluctuations in the markets for his 
Wares. 
There is, accordingly, little left 
4 ^he ancient fair to attract visitors ox- 
pt its appeal to the social instinct. 
It 
has ceased to be a business necessity. 
But ifaeanwbilo tho great international 
exhibitions, or world’s fairs, have been 
steadily growing in importance. 
They 
ire altogether distinct from the old fairs, 
which aro marts for tho sale of goods, 
meeting places for sellers and buyers. 
They are rather for the display of pro­ 
ducts in order that people in general may 
gain a knowledge of the advances and im 
pavements in the arts, sciences, and in­ 
dustries, and learn of the productions and 
the natural wealth of different countries. 
They offer an object lesson as to the pro­ 
gress of civilization aud the varieties of 
national habits, customs, methods, apti­ 
tudes, and production not otherwise ob­ 
tainable. 
They broaden the view and 
liberalize the mind of every one who visits 
them, and they incite an emulation of the 
greatest practical value. 
The effect of the 
Philadelphia exhibition of 1876 was both 
marked and immediate in refining the pub­ 
lic taste and improving our manufactures. 
It was a school of incomparable benefit to 
the people. 
The present Paris exposition has taken 
a long step in advance of these exhibitions 
of £ast years. 
Beside it the London 
world’s fair of 1851 was insignificant in 
extent and lacking in grandeur, variety, 
and comprehensiveness. 
The Paris expo­ 
sition of 1867 is also cast far into the 
shade. 
In respect of the attendance the 
present exposition Is not less superior to 
the others. 
The wonderful, tbe incom- 
pgrajile, display will be seen by more than 
twice as many visitors as were attracted 
by the most successful of the six interna­ 
tional exhibitions previously held.
